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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-21 are allowed 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, Pichl (DE 44 21 759 CI) fails to specifically teach, among other 
features, an electric field adjusting structure provided in a boundary region between the antenna 
element and the transmission line and configured to change electric field distribution of the 
transmission line to a desired direction. 

Claims 2-13 are allowed for depending on claim 1. 

Regarding claim 14, Pichl fails to teach a method for controlling the directivity of an 
antenna comprising the specific steps of varying electric field distribution of the transmission 
line in a boundary region between the transmission line and an antenna element connected to the 
transmission line, such that the electric field distribution turns to a desired direction. 

Claims 15-21 are allowed for depending on claim 14.
